IDEAL PARK FAVORITES FAIL. 



The ring had a good day at Ideal Park yester- 
day, not a single first betting choice winning. 

The hardest fall the public got was over the 
f ourth race, a six furlong condition dash. Ron- 
do was in with a feather on his back, and open- 
ing at even money was backed to 7 to 10 and 
less. It looked like one of those certainties on 
which any price was a gift. The colt’s class gave 
the race this aspect, and the ring was 
kept busy handling Rondo money. The 
short price players bet on him as a certain 
ity and when the field was detained at the post 
so long, they thought Rondo’s chances all the 
better. They were a surprised lot when Jennie 
June got away in front and stepping the first 
half in 48^ seconds, tiptoed her field and was so 
far in front that she could not be caught. 
Rondo, slow to get in motion, ran a creditable 
race and will do better next time. 

The winner’s sudden awakening was surpris- 
ing, but close form observers profited by it. The 
filly was given an easy race her last out. 

Close finishes came out of the second and fifth 
events. 

The second was a four and a half furlong 
dash for maiden two-year-olds and George B 
was the natural 2 to 1 favorite. He ran a good 
race but through bad racing luck finished third. 
Mary Ann C, from Tully Coulter’s stable, a well 
backed good thing, won by a narrow margin 
and in a driving and bumping finish from C H 
Whelan. The wini er opened at fours, receded 
to teas and was then backed down to sixes. 
Clay rode her strongly at the end. 

Miss Frances, Good Advice and Montepenso 
fought out the last race. The trio were head 
and head above the eighth pole and kept in 
sharp contention to the last stride, in which 
Miss Frances was lucky enough to be in the nod 
and won by the short nose’s advantage it gave 
her. Montepenso was the best horse, but was 
badly messed about on the back stretch and 
weakly ridden at the end. 

Character won the first race rather handily 
from a cheap field, and Sidkel, heavily played 
by his stable and cleverly handled by Clay, gal- 
loped over Bishop Poole’s “good thing’’ Countess 
Irma in the third race. 



FANTINB OR TARENTUM. 



The Tarentum-Fantine case is not yet cleared 
up for historical purposes though her alleged 
owner Goodsell or Goodell and the filly are out 
of the business. If she was under a cloak the 
cloak escaped. If as alleged the cloak was Tar- 
entum it was n’t much of a cloak in a form way 
unless, as is said, Tarentum has greatly im- 
proved and won four races in four starts in 
Canada this season. It is certain that the 
Detroit crowd bet on Fantine for a ringer 
and won about $25,000 by her victory. In the 
mob was George Richings. His presence here 
started the story. Richings deals in ringers. 
He was a fair jockey in his day, ruled ofif in the 
East for crooked riding. He has been ringing 
horses for some years. Every recent ring- 
ing fable is built around the Brannons— 
who at the best were less than expert. 
Richings had an original Rrannon con- 
nection. but outgrew it. The Brannons were 
bad laborers in the past and are present buga- 
boos. Richings grew away from them, through 
modern culture, He is well-bred. His father 
was a railroad expert. But the boy was “out of 
line,’’ got away from parental control early and 
for the last six years or so has been ringing horses 
for a living. He was “in” with the Polk Badget 
and Glee Boy coups, and organized a succesful 
scheme or two at Hawthorne. He also “put 
through’’ five or six ringing plots in the East. 
Will Fonso, was his best recent tool. Richings 



has Canadian and Brooklyn connections. He 
was in Chicago the Sunday before and the 
Monday of the Fantine race and invited 
one close friend to share in the Ideal Park 
coup. The Richings method in that of horse 
duplication and the incident running of a 
bad horse for identification and a good 
duplicate for his own purpose. If the 
Richings gang had used Tarentum it 
would have taken a long chance. Taren- 
tum, though, declared ;by the superficial- 
ists of the press to be a wonder and a “good 
thing’' at 3 to 5, isn’t “much.’’ “Doc’’ Street 
owned her early. When the Jockey Club 
“landed’’ Street last year over a race by Galilee 
at St. Asaph it was a thorough “land.’’ 
Jockey Club “lands’’ are of that kind. Subse- 
quently Street’s horses were released from the 
ban— if sold in a legitimate way. M. A. Coleman 
& Co., an Eastern firm, bought Tarentum. The 
filly ran eighteen races in 1895. She won five, 
was second three times, third four times, and 
unplaced six times. Her best wins were at 
Wi furlongs and at Windsor last fall. She won 
two 4*4 furlong races there in September. In 
one Sidkel was behind her. Both were in 55 
seconds. The same days 1 1-16 miles was run in 
1 :47^ and 1 :48 and a mile by Sam Lewis in 1 :42.
